1 . (currently amended) A method of treating a patient with a solid tumor, said method 
comprising administering to said patient Use-ef-a first agent endowed with tumor tumour 
tropism in combination with a second anticancer agent e ndow e d with affinity for said 
first agent as act i v e i ngr e d ie nts for th e pr e parat i on of a m e d i cam e nt us e fu l for th e two - 
stop por i opcrat i vo therapy of so li d tumours . 

2. (currently amended) The method y se-accordinq to claim 1 , in which said first agent is 
administered during an intraoperative step via the locoregional l ocoregen i ona l route and 
said second anticancer agent is administered during a postoperative step via the 
systemic route. 

3. (currently amended) The method 4 =tee-according to claim 1 , in which said first agent ]s 
endowed w i th tumour trop i sm conta i ns avidin. 

4. (currently amended) The method y se-according to claim 1 , in which said first agent is 
avidin and said second anticancer agent is a biotin vlated compound bear i ng an 
anticancer agent. 

5. (currently amended) The method 4 =tee-according to claim 1, in which said second 
anticancer agent comprises an anticancer agent 4 s-selected from the group consisting of 
radioisotopes, chemotherapeutic agents, toxins and anticancer cells. 

6. (currently amended) The method U se-according to claim 5, in which said anticancer 
agent is a radioisotope is-selected from the group consisting of Fe-52, Mn-52m, Co-55, 
Cu-64, Ga-67, Ga-68, Tc-99m, ln-111, 1-123, 1-125, 1-131, P-32, Sc-47, Cu-67, Y-90, 
Pd-109, Ag-111, 1-131, Pm-149, Re-186, Re-188, At-211, Pb-212, Bi-212[[,]] and Lu- 
177. 
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7. (currently amended) The method y se-accordinq to claim 6, in which said radioisotope 
isY-90 or Lu-177. 

8. (currently amended) The method yse-accordinq to claim 4, in which said first agent 
and said second anticancer agent are administered separatel y th e av i d i n and th e b i ot i n 
compound in said m e d i cam e nt ar e i n s e parat e conta i n e rs . 

9. (currently amended) The method 4 =tee-accordinq to claim 1, in which said solid tumor 
tumour is selected from the group consisting of breast, pancreas, lung, pleural, 
peritoneal, cervico-facial, brain and bladde r tumors tumours . 

10. (currently amended) The method y se-accordinq to claim [[3]]1, in which said first 
agent av i d i n is selected from the group consisting of avidin, streptavidin, their polymeric 
derivatives and their derivatives with polyethylene glycol. 

1 1 . (currently amended) The method 4 =tee-accordina to claim 1 , in which said first aaent 
and second anticancer agent are administered by injection m e d i cam e nt i s su i tab le for 

i nj e ctab le adm i n i strat i on . 

1 2. (currently amended) The method y se-accordina to claim 1 1 , in which th e conta i n e r 
ef-said first agent is successively administered by syringe in av i d i n i s i n th e form of a 
syr i ng e su i tab le for succ e ss i v e adm i n i strat i ons of precise volumes. 

13. (currently amended) The method yse-accordinq to claim 4, in which said first agent 
is administered av i d i n is conta i n e d in a s e parat e conta i n e r in a single dose. 

14. (currently amended) The method y se-according to claim 4, in which th e contain e r of 
sa id first agent is administered by spra v av i d i n i s su i tab le for adm i n i strat i on i n th e form 
of Q spray .

17. (currently amended) A method of diagnosing cancer in a patient, said method 
comprising administering to said patient Use-el-a first agent endowed with tumor tumour 
tropism in combination with a second radiolabelled agent endowed with affinity for said 
first agent for diagnosis by determining f or th e pr e parat i on of a d i agnostic compos i t i on 
feF-the pretherapeutic biodistribution of the tumor in the patien t of tho mod i camont 
accord i ng to c l a i m 1 . 

18. (new) A method of treating a patient with a solid tumor, said method comprising: 

(a) administering to the patient, who is undergoing surgery, a first agent with affinity 
for the solid tumor directly to said solid tumor exposed during surgery or an 
anatomical area containing said solid tumor after surgical removal of the cancer 
and then 

(b) systemically administering to the patient, who has undergone surgery, a second 
anticancer agent with affinity for said first agent; 

thereby concentrating said second anticancer agent in the solid tumor or the anatomical 
area. 

19. (new) The method according to claim 18, in which said solid tumor is selected from 
the group consisting of breast, pancreas, lung, pleural, peritoneal, cervico-facial, brain 
and bladder tumors. 

20. (new) The method according to claim 18, in which said first agent is avidin and said 
second anticancer agent is a biotinylated and radiolabelled antibody. 

21 . (new) The method according to claim 18, in which said first agent is selected from 
the group consisting of avidin, streptavidin, their polymeric derivatives and their 
derivatives with polyethylene glycol. 
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22. (new) The method according to claim 18, in which said second anticancer agent 
comprises an anticancer agent selected from the group consisting of radioisotopes, 
chemotherapeutic agents, toxins and anticancer cells. 
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
